3. INSPECTION. All materials and workmanship are subject to inspection and test by the City for compliance and specifications as included herein. In the event articles or services are defective or not in conformity with this order, 
the City shall have the right either to rejeci the items or require correction. Defective articles or services shall be removed from City premises and/or corrected by and at the expense of the Vendor. Failure to inspect and acceptor 
reject shall not relieve the Vendor from responsibility for compliance with specifications Final acceptance shall be conclusive except as regards latent defects, fraud, or such gross mistake* as amount to fraud 

4. RESPONSIBILITY. Unless otherwise specified, the Vendor shall be responsible for all items covered by this purchase order until delivered at the designated delivery point, and the Vendor shall bear all risks as to items rejected 
or requiring correction after notice of such rejection or correction is given. 

5. CHANCES. This purchase order may at any time, by written order, be changed in regards to the materials or services to befiimiihed, quantities ordered, unit price, discount, delivery point or arrangement, terms, or any other 
matter affecting a valid order. In the event such change causes an increase or decrease in the cost of performance hereunder, an equitable adjustment will be made for the cost thereof subject to the approval of the Purchasing 
Agent, and written notice given therefore. 

6. VARJATIONS-QU ANTI TIES. No variation in the quality or quantity of any item called for by this purchase order shall be acceptable except in pursuance of written change order so authorizing and no change in cost shall be 
valid unless so ordered. 

7. termination. 

A Termination for Default: Contract may be terminated by the City, in whole or in part, whenever the City shall determine that the Contractor has failed to meet the requirement/*) of the Contract. 

The City has the right to terminate for default of: 

1. The Contractor faib to make delivery of acceptable supplies in an acceptable manner within the time specified in the resultant Contract; or 

2. The Contractor faib to satisfactorily perform any other term or condition of the resultant Contract; or 

3. The Contractor faib to make progress so as to endanger timely performance of the Contract. 

Any termination for default shall be effected by written nolice to the contractor of the termination, specify the acts or omissions of the Contractor constituting the default and the effective dates of the termination. 

The Contractor shall not be liable if the failure to perform the resultant Contract arises from the causes beyond the control and without the fruit or negligence of the Contractor. The Contractor will be Sable for default 
or any subcontractor, regardless of tier.
